March 6.—“The con­ 
stitutionality of the Illinois farm drain­ 
age law has b een sustained b y the su­ 
preme court of the United States in the 
case of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quinev Railway company vs. the state 
of Tllinoi« involving the right of the 
state authorities to compel the railroad 
company to remove ob structions to the 
drainage of lands under the law. The 
opinion w as delivered b y Justice TTar- 
Jan. and the law was upheld as in ac­ 
cordance with the police power of the 
state. 
The case originated in a peti­ 
tion filed in the circuit court of Kndall 
county for a w rit of m andam us com­ 
pelling the rail rood company to so en­ 
large its b ridge over Tiohroy creek at 
the town of Bristol, in Kendall county , 
as to perm it the dischargethrongh that 
channel of the waste w ater on 2,000 
acres of slough land in that district. 
Sustained b y ihe State Court. 
“The proceeding was instituted uu- 
der tiie state farm drainage law. The 
railroad company resisted, holding the 
law to b e unconstitutional in that it 
authorizes thoseizure of property w ith­ 
out due legal process. 
The state su- 
| preme court sustained the law and ln- 
j dorsed the action of the drainage com- 
I missiouers and that decision was af- 
( firmed. Concluding his opinion Just let 
j H arlan said:

M ust p ersons of art observing turn of 
mind are aw are of the fact th a t there 
are several sp ecies of insects th a t will 
continue to live w ithout seem ing Incon­ 
venience for som e tim e afte r decap ita­ 
tion, exact know ledge on the length of 
tim e which the various sp ecies of In­ 
sects would survive such m utilation 
being som ew hat vague. 
Professor C onestrm i once undertook 
a series of exp erim ents w ith a view of 
determ ining th a t and other facts in re­ 
lation to the w onderful vitality of such 
creatures. In each case the head was 
sm oothly removed w ith a p air of thin 
bladed forcep s, and when sp ontaneous 
m ovem ents of the w ings and legs ceas­ 
ed he em p loyed sundry irritatin g de­ 
vices, such as p ricking, squeezing and 
blowing tobacco sm oke over the insect. 
As a result of these exp erim ents he as­ 
certain« ! th a t m em bers of tbe beetle 
family at once showed signs of suffer­ 
ing, w hile such as ants, hees, wasp s, 
eto., remained for hours unaffected. 
Some which seemed stunned from the 
effects of the op eration recovered after 
a tim e aud continued to live and enjoy 
a headless existence for several days. 
B utterflies and m oths seemed but little 
affected by the guillotining p rocess, and 
the common flics (dip teral ap p eared to 
regard the op eration as a huge joke.

SIZE OF A THUNDERBOLT.

Thus by its great beat it 
form s a glass tube of p recisely Its own 
size. 
“ Now and then such a tube, known 
as a fulgarite. is found and dug np . 
F ulg arites have been followed Into the 
sand by excavations for nearly thirty 
feet. 
They vary in interior diam eter 
from the size of a quill to three inches 
or more, according to the 'bore of tbe 
flash 
But fulgurites are not p roduced 
alone In sand. 
T hey are found also in 
solid rock, though very naturally of 
slight dep th, aud frequently existing as 
a thin, glassy covering on the surface. 
‘Such fulgurites occur in astonishing 
abundance ou tbe sum m it of L ittle A ra­ 
rat, in A rm enia. 
The rock is so soft 
and p orous th at blocks a foot long can 
be obtained, p erforated in nil direc­ 
tions by little tubes filled w ith bottle 
green glass form ed from the fused 
rock.

found by H um boldt on the high Nevada 
de Toluca, ia Mexico. 
M asses of the 
rock w ere covered with a thin layer of 
green glass. 
Its p eculiar shim m er in
